A New Era for Iraq 


Leaders set aside differences 
to sign interim constitution 

BAGHDAD I For an hour anyway, Iraqi lead- 
ers put aside their disagreements during the 
signing of a landmark interim constitution 
Monday, heaping praise on the U.S.-backed 
document amid patriotic songs and Quranic 
verses urging unity. 

Monday’s ceremony, held in the marble - 
and-glass Convention Center, a huge building 
inside the complex housing the headquarters 
of the U.S.-led coalition, kicked off with a 
recital of carefully chosen Quranic verses that 
urged Muslims to set aside their differences. 


Of the council’s 25 members, 21 were 
present. Led by current council president 
Mohammed Bahr al-Ulloum, members were 
called forward one at a time to sign the docu- 
ment, which sat on an antique wooden desk 
used by Iraq’s first monarch. King Faisal I. 

Bahr al-Ulloum, his voice choking with 
emotion, described the signing as a “historic 
moment, decisive in the history of Iraq.” 

His fellow Shiites on the U.S.- 
appointed council said that, for the sake 
of national unity and to keep the pro- 
cess moving forward, they would sign 
the document despite their reservations.

Kerry Vows Close Watch 
Over Voting in Florida 


HOLLYWOOD, FLA. I John Kerry is 
determined not to lose Florida’s 
27 electoral votes in a swamp of 
recounts and recriminations this 
fall, vowing to mount an early legal 
challenge in any district that might 
repeat the problems that bedeviled 
Democratic supporters in 2000. 

“Not only do we want a record 
level of turnout to vote, we want to 
guarantee that every vote is count- 
ed,” the presumptive Democratic 
nominee told about 500 people at 
a town hall meeting Monday. 

Kerry rarely mentions the legal 
battle over the 2000 election while 


campaigning, but he did so repeat- 
edly in the state that was the epicen- 
ter four years ago. Responding to 
a voter who asked, “What can you 
do to prevent them from stealing 
the election again?”, Kerry said his 
campaign was assembling a legal 
team to examine districts which 
had problems. 

The 2000 recount looms large 
in nearly any political discourse in 
Florida. George W. Bush won the 
presidency by five electoral votes 
when a 5-4 decision by the Supreme 
Court ended a recount in the state.

Ohio Nuclear Plant Allowed to Reopen 


WAS H I N GTO N I An Ohio nuclear plant 
is being allowed to reopen after a 
two-year shutdown over safety 
issues stemming from an acid leak 
that ate through a protective steel 
reactor cap, the Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission announced Monday. 

Corrosion on the reactor vessel at 
the Davis -Besse plant along Lake 
Erie east of Toledo, Ohio, was the 


most extensive ever found at a U.S. 
nuclear reactor and led to a review 
of 68 similar plants nationwide. 

The plant is owned by 
FirstEnergy Corp., in Akron, 
Ohio, the same company that a 
U.S. -Canadian government task 
force said shares much of the 
blame for the Northeast blackout 
last August. (AP) 


Bush Blasts Kerry 
Role in Intel Cuts 


Proposal from 1995 
would have trimmed 
spending by $1.5 billion 

DALLAS I President Bush on Monday 
accused John Kerry of having pro- 
posed “deeply irresponsible” cuts in 
intelligence spending just two years 
after the first attack on the World 
Trade Center, part of a re-election 
effort to depict his Democratic rival 
as weak on national security and 
the war against terrorism. 

Bush, during a fund-raiser in 
Dallas, called attention to a 1995 
bill that Kerry sponsored to trim 
intelligence spending by $1.5 billion 
over five years. The cut was part of 
what Kerry called a “budget-buster 
bill” to strip $90 billion from the 
budget and end 40 programs that 
he said were “pointless, wasteful, 
antiquated or just plain silly.” 

The proposal never came up 
for a vote. 

“This bill was so deeply irre-

sponsible that it didn’t have a sin- 
gle co-sponsor in the United States 
Senate,” Bush said. 

Kerry spokesman Chad Clanton 
said the senator’s bill was about 
opposing “business as usual in our 
intelligence community” and that 
he has supported $200 billion in 
intelligence funding over the past 
seven years — a 50 percent increase 
since 1996. scott lindlaw (ap)

WASHINGTON | President Bush’s 
appointment of former Alabama 
Attorney General William Pryor to 
the U.S. Appeals Court during a con- 
gressional recess maybe unconstitu- 
tional, contends Sen. 

Edward Kennedy, 

D-Mass. 

Bush on Feb. 20 
gave Pryor an almost 
two-year stint on the 
11th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals 
in Atlanta, calling him a “lead- 
ing American lawyer” and saying 
Democrats had used “unprecedent- 
ed obstructionist tactics” last year to 
stop his confirmation by the Senate. 

The appointment came on the 
last day of Congress’s weeklong 
President’s Day holiday break. The 
Constitution gives the president 
authority to install nominees in 
office when Congress is not in ses- 
sion. (AP) 



Kennedy 
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Actor Gray’s Body Found 


Award-winner had 
history of depression, 
went missing Jan. 10 

NEW YORK I Actor-writer Spalding 
Gray, who laid bare his life and 
mingled performance art with 
comedy in acclaimed monologues 
like “Swimming to Cambodia,” was 
found dead over the weekend, two 
months after he walked out of his 
Manhattan apartment and disap- 
peared. He was 62. 

Gray’s body was pulled from 
the East River and was identified 


Monday through dental records and 
X-rays. The cause of his death was 
still under investigation, according 
to a spokeswoman for the medi- 
cal examiner. But 
Gray had a history 
of depression and 
attempted suicide 
in 2002. 

Gray’s family 
told police he was 
last seen Jan. 10. 

Throughout his disappearance, his 
wife, Kathleen Russo, had held out 
scant hope he might still be alive. 

Gray’s riveting live performances 


generally featured only a desk and 
a glass of water as props. Usually 
wearing his trademark plaid flan- 
nel shirt, the performer would never 
move from the desk as he read in a 
soft. New England-flecked accent. 

Gray’s greatest success was 
his Obie-winning monologue 
“Swimming to Cambodia,” which 
recounted in part his movie 
role opposite Sam Waterston in 
“The Killing Fields.” The mono- 
logue, developed over two years 
of performance, became a film 
directed by Jonathan Demme.

WAS H I N GTO N I Relatives of three ter- 
rorism suspects held at the Navy base 
in Cuba on Monday urged President 
Bush to release the prisoners for trial 
in their home countries, saying the 
indefinite detainment is taking a toll 
on the prisoners’ mental health. 

The family members, who jour- 
neyed to the capital from England, 
France and Germany, said each of 
the detainees is being “kept like an 
animal in a cell” with little sleep and 
no information about why they are 
being held. 

“In one letter he wrote, 1 do not 
know what crime I am supposed to 
have committed. ... As a result I am 
in a state of desperation and begin- 
ning to lose the fight against depres- 
sion and hopelessness,”’ said Azmat 
Begg, who is the father of Moazzam 
Begg, one of the estimated 640 pris- 
oners at Guantanamo Bay. 

The event, sponsored by the 
National Council of Churches, 
Amnesty International and the 
American Civil Liberties Union, 
was organized to raise awareness 
of the detainees’ plight. 

The relatives also wrote letters 


to Bush seeking greater legal access 
for the prisoners. 

The Supreme Court will hear 
arguments next month from lawyers 
representing foreign “enemy com- 


batants” who are being held incom- 
municado at the military prison. At 
issue is whether the prisoners may 
challenge their detention in U.S.

Seattle to Recognize Some Gay Unions 


SEATTLE I Six same-sex couples 
filed a lawsuit Monday seeking 
the right to get married after they 
were refused marriage licenses by 
a sympathetic public official, as the 
mayor ordered the city to recognize 
the marriages of gay city employees 
who tie the knot elsewhere. 


The six couples applied for mar- 
riage licenses at the King County 
Administration Building but were 
rejected because of a state law that 
defines marriage as the union of 
one man and one woman. 

County Administrator Ron 
Sims said he supported the cou- 


ples’ efforts, but had no choice but 
to uphold the law. 

Mayor Greg Nickels issued an 
executive order Monday requiring 
the city to recognize same-sex mar- 
riages by municipal employees. 

He also proposed an ordinance 
to extend protections for gay mar- 
ried couples throughout the city.

A Japanese husband and wife appar- 
ently hanged themselves Monday 
after he was accused of covering 
up a bird flu outbreak in his fam- 
ily’s poultry business, police said. 
Hajimu Asada, 67, came under fire 
for not telling authorities that chick- 
ens on his farm were dying in large 
numbers, preventing officials from 
containing the disease earlier.

A top U.S. official complained in 
a letter to France, Germany and 
Britain that their softer stance 
was hurting common efforts to get 
Tehran to honor promises for full 
nuclear disclosure, diplomats told 
the AP on Monday. News of the let- 
ter by Undersecretary of State John 
Bolton came amid tensions at a key 
board meeting of the U.N. atomic 
agency over whether Iran has done

The most senior Colombian rebel 
ever captured pleaded guilty Monday 
to a charge of rebellion but declared 
himself innocent of murder and kid- 
napping as his trial began. Ricardo 
Palmera is a top commander of the 
Revolutionary Armed Forces of 
Colombia. The FARC and a small- 
er rebel group have been battling to 
topple the Colombian government

North Korea said Monday that 
it may insist on the withdrawal 
of U.S. troops from South Korea 
as part of a nuclear disarma- 
ment deal.

KCNA news agency. North Korea 
said it would push the new demands 
if the United States failed to drop 
its own insistence that Pyongyang 
“completely, veritably and irrevers- 
ibly” dismantle its nuclear weapons

Constitution to grant 
protections to private 
property, capitalists 

BEIJING I Lawmakers began con- 
sidering amendments Monday to 
bring China’s constitution up to date 
with its increasingly capitalist real- 
ity by granting the first protection 
for private property since the 1949 
communist revolution. 

The changes, already endorsed 
by the Communist Party as a key 
element of future prosperity, also 
would declare support for entrepre- 
neurs who are creating millions of 
jobs and driving the country’s eco- 
nomic boom. A vote is due Sunday, 


and the largely ceremonial National 
People’s Congress appears sure to 
pass them. 

The new amendment, one of 10 
submitted to lawmakers, says “pri- 
vate property obtained legally shall 
not be violated.” Another would pub- 
licly ally the government with cap- 
italists who once were considered 
the enemy, saying it “encourages, 
supports and guides the develop- 
ment” of private business. 

Despite their reliance on entre- 
preneurs to raise living standards 
and create millions of jobs for people 
thrown out of work as state industry 
withers, communist leaders have 
been slow to grant them official

Shiite issues religious 
edict on Iraq’s new 
interim constitution 

BAGHDAD I Soon after Iraqi leaders 
put aside their differences to sign 
the country’s landmark interim con- 
stitution Monday, sectarian differ- 
ences resurfaced. 

The Shiites’ most influential cler- 
ic, Grand Ayatollah Ali al-Husseini 
al-Sistani, issued a religious edict 
saying he had reservations about the 
interim constitution and that it will 
gain legitimacy only when adopted 
by an elected assembly. 

His supporters on Iraq’s 
Governing Council pledged to try 
to amend parts of the charter, say- 
ing they effectively give minority 
Kurds and Sunni Muslims a veto 
over a permanent constitution due 
to be drafted and put to a referen- 
dum next year. 

Al-Sistani ’s edict and the Shiite 
Muslim council members’ com- 
ments somewhat devalued the his- 
toric significance of the signing of a 
charter that promises to compen- 
sate Iraqis for years of oppression 
under Saddam Hussein, safeguard 
the freedoms and human rights of 
their ethnic and religious groups 
and lay down the foundations for

DAMASCUS, SYRIA | In a capital 
awash with Syrian flags, posters 
supporting President Bashar Assad 
and pamphlets declaring his party’s 
achievements on its 41st anniver- 
sary, a paper banner raised Monday 
urging freedom for political prison- 
ers did not fit in. 

Syrian authorities quickly tore 
it up, broke up the rare demonstra- 
tion and arrested the small group of 
activists. A U.S. diplomat observing 
the demonstration was also briefly 


detained, prompting a protest from 
the U.S. government and an apol- 
ogy from the Syrians, according 
to State Department spokesman 
Richard Boucher. 

The activists were released 
after a few hours of interrogation, 
but their detentions highlight- 
ed tensions between the Syrian 
government and pro -democracy 
reformists. 

Had it been allowed to continue, 
the protest outside Parliament — 
organized by the Committees for the 
Defense of Democratic Liberties and 
Human Rights in Syria — would 
have been the first of its kind in a 
country where political activity is

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New Leader Picked in Haiti 


Interim head of state 
installed as Aristide 
asserts he is president 

PORT-AU-PRINCE, HAITI I Haiti’s 
interim president took the reins 
of his country’s shattered govern- 
ment Monday, as ousted President 
Jean-Bertrand Aristide restated his 
claim to be Haiti’s true leader from 
his faraway African asylum. 

“Aristide or death! ” Aristide fol- 
lowers yelled from the gates of the 
National Palace, their voices carry- 
ing into the room where President 
Boniface Alexandre was being 
installed. Military helicopters cir- 
cled overhead and U.S. Marines in 
armored cars patrolled the streets 
outside the palace. 

Alexandre did not address Aris- 
tide’s claim that he still is president, 
made at his first appearance since he 
arrived March 1 in Central African 
Republic, aboard a plane chartered 
by the U.S. government. 

“I am the democratically elected 
president and I remain so. I plead 
for the restoration of democracy,” 
Aristide said from Bangui, the cap- 


ital of another impoverished and 
coup -ridden state. He also repeated 
his claim that his Feb. 29 departure 
was a “political kidnapping [that] 
unfortunately opened the road to 
an occupation.” 

The United States denies 
Aristide’s charge that Washington 
forced him to step down. 

Monday’s pro -Aristide protest 
was mostly peaceful, a sharp con- 
trast to the massive anti-Aristide 
protest Sunday on which gunmen 
opened fire, killing at least five peo- 
ple, including a foreign journalist. 
A sixth victim died of wounds over- 
night, doctors said. 

U.S. Marines said they shot one 
gunman at Sunday’s demonstration, 
raising the toll to seven. The vio- 
lence was the worst bloodshed since 
Aristide fled, paisley dodds (ap)

“I’m alive and kicking,” 6l -year- 
old Emiliano Chavez Rosales told 
El Universal newspaper. He also 
said he signed a petition for a vote 
to recall the president, who alleged 
the signature was bogus. 

“I’m sure Emiliano Chavez 


doesn’t exist,” the president said 
during a speech on Friday, hold- 
ing up a copy of the petition form. 
He pointed to an identification 
number accompanying the signa- 
ture — No. 2,550,083 — saying it 
belonged to a dead woman.

WASHINGTON | The D.C. Water 
and Sewer Authority said Monday 
it plans to retest all city elementary 
schools for lead and would retest 
secondary schools that have already 
turned up high levels. 

Out of the 700 samples taken 
at D.C. schools, eight exceeded the 
15 parts per billion level considered 
safe under federal standards. The 
city also is planning to test libraries, 
recreation centers and city charter 
schools, WASA said. 

Also Monday, two Capitol Hill 
families Bled a class-action lawsuit 
claiming WASA knew since 2001 
about lead levels exceeding the 
safe limit in thousands of District 
homes served by lead service lines. 
The suit said WASA sought to con- 
ceal the findings from the public 
and took inadequate steps to protect 
residents. It also claims the city is 
responsible because it installs and 
maintains the lines. 

“We didn’t start this Bre — we’re 
the ones responding to the situa- 
tion the best way we can,” said Tony 
Bullock, a spokesman for D.C. Mayor 
Anthony A. Williams.

Spring Sneezing 


ALLERGIES I Across the country, 
the spring allergy season has hit 
extremely early due to spells of 
unseasonably warm weather that 
induced trees such as elm, maple 
and oak to spew out pollen particles 
weeks ahead of schedule. 

That’s making seasonal allergy 
sufferers miserable, and doctors in 
most regions are seeing a surge in 
patients seeking appointments or 
prescription refills. 

“Normally, it wouldn’t be until 
the end of March or the start of 
April,” said Dr. Leonard Bielory, 
director of the Asthma and Allergy 
Research Center at the University 
of Medicine and Dentistry of New 
Jersey in Newark. 

He’s also seen a recent increase 
in patients coming in with asthma 
flare-ups and problems from mold

allergies because balmy weather in 
the Northeast melted snow and ice, 
freeing mold spores from decaying 
leaves and twigs. 


One of every three or four U.S. 
residents suffers from allergies, the 
sixth-leading cause of chronic dis- 
ease in the country. 


In Memphis, tree pollen counts 
the past few days have been aver- 
aging about 300, up to four times 
the normal level for this time of 
year and well above the 80-to- 
100 range that triggers symp- 
toms, said Dr. Phil Lieberman, an 
allergist at University of Tennessee 
College of Medicine. 

“It’s the highest pollen count 
that I can remember this early in 
the year,” he said. 

Dr. Mark Dykewicz, an aller- 
gist at St. Louis University School 
of Medicine, said tree pollen lev- 
els began rising about 10 days ago, 
along with patient calls. He urges 
people with allergies to get medica- 
tions immediately, because symp- 
toms can be better controlled the 
sooner treatment starts. 

In Washington, D.C., Dr. Richard 
A. Nicklas has seen lots of patients 
with itchy, watery eyes, because pol- 
len can settle in the eyes as well as 
being inhaled. 

“I think what we’re seeing is the 
tip of the iceberg,” Nicklas said.

E X E R C I S E I Michigan’s governor is 
urging residents to walk off extra 
pounds. The governor of South 
Carolina is heading up a 300- 
mile bike ride across the state. In 
Texas, the governor is encourag- 
ing people to train for a lOK run 
in April. 

As lawmakers across the coun- 
try consider dozens of bills to pro- 
mote healthy lifestyles — from test- 
ing school students for their fitness 
to warning restaurant diners about 
fat, sugar and cholesterol — a num- 
ber of government leaders are try- 
ing to set a good example. 

Gov. Jennifer Granholm of 
Michigan is competing against 
pedometer-wearing lawmakers 
to see who can rack up the highest 
number of steps over 16 weeks. 

About 127 million adults in the 
United States are overweight, 60 


million are obese and 9 million 
severely obese, according to the 
Washington-based American 
Obesity Association. 

The increasing difficulty of states 
to cover health care costs of low- 
income residents through Medicaid 
is part of the reason governors are 
trying to encourage their constitu- 
ents to be more healthy. 

A number of elected officials are 
taking their own health advice. 

Arkansas Gov. Mike Huckabee 
lost 75 pounds in 2003 and wants 
to use his final years in office to pro- 
mote health and wellness, particu- 
larly among state workers. 

Gov. Sonny Perdue of Georgia 
threw away his Snickers bars when 
he issued a “Capitol Challenge” to 
lose weight in 2003. He dropped 
8 pounds, although he has gained 
some of it back, amy f. bailey (ap) 


Overweight 
Women Are 
Paid Less 

OBESITY I Being fat may hurt your 
income, if you’re a highly educated 
woman. So says research from the 
University of Helsinki that suggests 
weight is a pay barrier for certain 
women, but not for men. 

Obese women who are highly 
educated earn about 30 percent less 
— a difference of at least $5,000 
a year — than normal-weight or 


plump women, the study found. 
Women with white-collar jobs 
earned less if they were obese. 

Obesity had little or no effect on 
pay if women were poorly educated, 
manual workers or self-employed — 
and no statistically significant effect 
on men’s pay, the study found. 

The researchers suggested the 
pressure on women to be thin may 
be strongest among higher socio- 
economic classes.

Stamp Out Spam 


SPAM I If the U.S. Postal Service 
delivered mail for free, our mailbox- 
es would surely runneth over with 
more credit card offers, sweepstakes 
entries and supermarket fliers. 

That’s why we get so much 
junk e-mail: It’s essentially free 
to send. So Microsoft Corp. chair- 
man Bill Gates, among others, is 
now suggesting that we start buy- 
ing “stamps” for e-mail. 

Many Internet analysts worry, 
though, that turning e-mail into 
an economic commodity would 
undermine its value in democra- 
tizing communication. 

At perhaps a penny or less per 
item, e-mail postage wouldn’t sig- 
nificantly dent the pocketbooks of 
people who send only a few mes- 
sages a day. Spammers mail mil- 
lions of people at a time, however.

Though postage proposals have 
been in limited discussion for years 
— a team at Microsoft Research has 
been at it since 2001 — Gates gave 
the idea a lift in January at the 
World Economic Forum in Davos, 
Switzerland. 


Details came last week as part 
of Microsoft’s anti- spam strategy. 
Instead of paying a penny, the send- 
er would “buy” postage by devot- 
ing maybe 10 seconds of computing 
time to solving a math puzzle. The 
exercise would merely serve as proof 
of the sender’s good faith. 

The open-source software 
Hashcash, available since about 
1997, takes a similar approach 
and has been incorporated into 
other spam-fighting tools includ- 
ing Camram and Spam Assassin. 

Meanwhile, Goodmail Systems 
Inc. has been in touch with Yahoo! 
Inc. and other e-mail providers 
about using cash. Goodmail envi- 
sions charging bulk mailers a penny 
a message to bypass spam filters 
and avoid being incorrectly tossed 
as junk, anick jesdanun (ap)

Unbeaten St. Joseph’s 
heads into tournament 
play hungry for victory 

COLLEGE BASKETBALL I Tiny Saint 
Joseph’s and its ever-flapping Hawk 
have soared to the top of the bas- 
ketball world. 

The Philadelphia school with an 
enrollment of 3,400 and not much 
recent sports history to brag about 
was No. 1 in the AP men’s college 
basketball poll Monday for the 
first time. 

“It’s a dream come true,” Hawks 
senior guard Jameer Nelson said. “At 
the same time, we have to take care 
of business these last few games. 
We’ll still approach each game and 
practice the same way.” 

The Hawks (27-0) are the only 
unbeaten team in Division I, now 
that previously top-ranked Stanford 
was upset by Washington. 

Saint Joseph’s needs three victo- 
ries in the Atlantic 10 tournament to 
become the first team since UNLV 
in 1991 to enter the NCAA tourna- 
ment without a loss. 

“All along, we have discussed the 
idea of having a great program,” 
Saint Joseph’s coach Phil Martelli 
said. “Obviously, we have a great 
team, and now we can talk about 
a great program, and this can be a 
springboard.” 

A national basketball power 
in the 1960s, the Hawks were 
ranked in the Top 10 consistently. 
They made their only Final Four 
appearance in 1961, then reached 
No. 2 in the rankings twice in 
December 1965. 


“It’s a significant feat for the 
longtime followers of this program,” 
Martelli said. “Schools like ours have 
been overlooked for years by things 
like the BCS and the football powers.” 

The A-10 tournament starts 
Wednesday in Dayton, Ohio. 

The Hawks moved up from No. 2 
thanks to the loss by Stanford (26- 
1) Saturday. 


Gonzaga (26-2) moved up one 
spot to No. 3, the highest ranking 
in school history, and received one 
first-place vote. Mississippi State 
(25-2) moved up one place to 
fourth, switching positions with 
Duke (25-4), which was No. 1 on 
two ballots after losing to Georgia 
Tech and beating North Carolina.

Ravens Wait for Call on No-Show Owens 


OWINGS MILLS, MD. I On the day 
Terrell Owens was supposed to 
take his physical with the Baltimore 
Ravens, the team waited patiently 
for the NFL to rule on Owens’s bid 
to have his trade from San Francisco 
voided.

Would-be team owner 
Collins tells MLB it’s 
this year or never 

VIENNA, VA. I After 11 years of 
patiently waiting for Major League 
Baseball to bestow a major-league 
franchise on the nation’s capital 
region, would-be owner William 
L. Collins III has drawn a line in 
the sand. 

Collins, who has spent $11 mil- 
lion to fund efforts to lure baseball 


to northern Virginia, said Monday 
he will end his campaign if the 
league does not decide this year on 
a new home for the Montreal Expos 
franchise in the 2005 season. 

Major League Baseball’s 29 
other franchises have collectively 
owned and operated the Expos 
since the 2002 season. After fre- 
quent delays and missed deadlines. 
Commissioner Bud Selig said in 
January that he felt confident the 
Expos would have a new home in 
2005, and baseball officials said 


they hope to make a decision on 
relocation by mid- July. 

“We’re holding them to their 
word,” Collins said at a media lun- 
cheon. “Our group has endured 
11 years and $11 million worth 
of uncertainty, but we do believe 
this effort will ultimately be suc- 
cessful.”

Church music goes 
mainstream thanks 
to innovative artists 

CROSSOVER I Gospel music’s main- 
stream conversion is a movement 
in progress. Momentum, however, 
is definitely building. 

“On a scale of one to 10, it’s at 
eight,” Verity/Jive Records contem- 
porary gospel artist Tonex said. 

Gospel is “accepted so much more 
now,” Tonex said, citing the platinum 
successes of Donnie McClurkin, Kirk 
Franklin and Yolanda Adams. 

The evidence can clearly be 
seen on the Billboard R&B/ Hip- 
Hop chart, where Smokie Norful, 
Vickie Winans and CeCe Winans 
enjoy spots in the top 100, along 
with the soundtrack to the gos- 
pel-flavored movie “The Fighting 
Temptations.” 

Michelle Williams of Destiny’s 
Child is No. 77 with her gospel 
album “Do You Know.” 

Williams is among a number 
of artists tapping into the gospel/ 
R&B crossover movement. Others 
include Mary Mary, Debra Killings 
and R&B pioneer Smokey Robinson, 
whose first inspirational album will 
be released this month.

But mainstream progress has 
revived issues dividing tradition- 
alists and contemporary acts. The 
Edwin Hawkins Singers encoun- 
tered disharmony in 1969 when 
they scored a crossover hit with 
“Oh Happy Day.” 

The Tyscot recording act Ranee 
Allen Group is a pillar of the gospel 
community. But during the ’70s the 
group raised eyebrows by incorpo- 
rating soul, jazz and rock elements 
to garner success beyond church 
walls. Choir leader Andrae Crouch 
also aroused criticism with his non- 
traditional approach in the ’80s, as 
did Kirk Franklin in 1997 with his 
energetic anthem “Stomp.” 

“Kirk Franklin has revolution- 
ized gospel for this day and age,” 
Allen said. “But 30 years ago we 
were the revolutionaries whose 
music wasn’t churchy enough.” 

Allen is supportive of today’s 
new breed of gospel but he cau- 
tioned rap/hip-hop gospel acts: 
“There is a ministry for them, but 
they have a greater responsibility for 
what they say and how they present 
themselves. Then they have to make 
sure their message is as loud as their 
rhythms and hip-hop clothes, or it 
will get misconstrued.” gail mitchell

If only the Von Bondies’ major-

For all its merits, 
the album sounds too clean and

What does NBC’s 
Tonight Show’ want 
from Stuttering John? 

REPLACEMENTS I Reputations in 
broadcasting are hard to build, 
but they’re especially hard to 
shake, and so the appointment 
of “Stuttering” John Melendez, 
longtime facetious reporter on the 
“Howard Stern Show,” as the new 
announcer on “The Tonight Show 
With Jay Leno” is the strangest in 
the show’s history. Observers in 
the close-knit world of late-night 
TV use terms like “puzzling” or 
“bewildering.”

And what of Edd Hall, 
“Tonight’s” longtime announcer 
who leaves later this month to pur- 
sue a “career in acting,” according 
to the show. “Yeah, sure,” said one 
late-night producer. “That’s like a 
politician quitting the race to ‘spend 
more time with his family.’” 


He is starring in two movies that 
are premiering on DVD. 

Back to the mystery. Why, why, 
why Melendez? The tale, accord- 
ing to show sources, begins a year 
ago, when “Tonight’s” veteran pro- 
ducer, Debbie Vickers, was urged 
by friends to watch ABC’s excruci- 
ating reality show “I’m a Celebrity 
... Get Me Out of Here” for a few 
laughs. She did, but was surprised 
to see an amusing, charming fel- 
low with the slightest stutter. Who’s 
that? wondered Vickers, who was 
not a Stern listener. 

By this point, Vickers had been 
told by Hall that he probably would 
leave by the end of his contract. 
Other names were brought up, 
including “American Idol’s” Ryan 
Seacrest, who was considered “too 
ambitious,” said a source, adding, 
“When you start flipping around 
names, it’s a hard position to fill. 
You can’t do a straight-up announc- 
er, and a standup comic will get you 
nowhere with Jay [and] truth be told, 
Edd’s shoes are not that huge to fill.”

Has the IRS or the government tried 
to stop your book in any way?

I quit before they could stop 
me!

What kind of reactions did you get 
when you told people they were 
being audited?

I didn’t audit; I collected. Most 
people dreaded my knock on the 
door and treated me accordingly.
